When the engine oil is at operating 
temperature, dirt, grit, sludge, and 
other unmentionables are in 
suspension. When you remove the 
drain plug to let the oil out, the 
foreign particles in suspension flow out 
with the oil. If the oil is drained when 
the engine is cold, foreign particles 
settle in the bottom of the engine and 
in other nooks and crannies, and you 
leave a lot more dirt inside than you 
would if you drained the oil while it 
was still hot.

A rotary valve is found on two- 
stroke engines and has no valve lash 
specs. 

Valve lash refers to the clearance 
between the tip of the valve stem and 
the tip of the adjusting screw on four- 
stroke engines. This is on four-stroke 
engines with rocker arms (see 
accompanying drawing). 

Many four-stroke engines do not use 
rocker arms. Instead a bucket rests 
over the tip of the valve. In this case 
the camshaft lobe pushes against the 
bucket. Valve lash with this type of 
system is adjusted by shims which fit 
under or on top of the bucket. 

Valve lash on some engines, such as 
Honda’s CB 650, may be checked by 
inserting the feeler gauge between the 
camshaft lobe and rocker arm slipper.

at, if you stare at a spark plug long 
enough and say nothing, onlookers 
will think you know what you're doing. 

But it does help to understand what 
the spark plug is telling you. 

Let's say, for example, you decide to 
road race your street scooter. You 
remove the top of the air box and the 
air filter to get more air inside the 
engine, and hopefully some more top 
end so you can blow those other nerds 
in the weeds. 

You'll have to go to bigger main 
jets. But how big? 

Going out and taking a hot lap, 
then pulling in the pits and looking at 
the spark plugs will tell you (if you 
seize before you make it back to the 
pits. you were too lean). Generally 
racers start out with jets they know are 
too rich, then work their way down (to 
prevent those nasty seizures). 

The fundamentals of reading a 
spark plug are these: 

A blistered white ceramic insulator 
around the center electrode means the 
fuel mixture is too lean, or the spark 
plug is of too hot a heat range, or 
both. 

A ceramic insulator that's light tan 
in color means that air-fuel mixture 
and spark plug heat range are right 
on, mamma. 

And a ceramic insulator that's 
covered with a black carbon coating 
means that the fuel-air mixture is too 
rich and/or the spark plug is of a heat 
range that's cold.

The capacitor, or  condensor, 
prevents current from arcing across 
the breaker points when they open. 
Being wired in parallel, the capacitor 
absorbs some of the electric current

flow when the points first open. This 
permits a quicker and more defined 
collapse of the magnetic field 
produced by the primary winding of 
the ignition coil. The bottom line is 
that you get a better spark at the spark 
plug because of the condensor. 

A bad condensor can result in poor 
engine performance and burned and 
pitted breaker points, or even in an 
engine that won't run.

If an air filter gets dirty, it reduces 
the amount of air that can reach the 
engine, thus upsetting the air-fuel 
mixture and making it richer.

Round Six 


Schreiber back 
on form in 
France

LIMOGES, FRANCE, JUNE 1 
Worried about his recent lack of 
form, World Champion Bernie 
Schreiber kept off bikes for a 
full week before the sixth round 
of the title chase, and came back with 
a blistering win that annihilated the 
opposition. 

The rest, together with his new 
Italjet contract, boosted the 
confidence of the American to such an 
extent that he put together a superb 
ride which left others staggering in his 
wake. In doing so, blew open the 
championship which many thought 
was already a forgone conclusion in 
Swede Ulf Karlson's favor. 

The usually consistent Karlson was 
left languishing at the back of the field 
and his tenth place, by far his worst 
ride of the year, only gives him a nine 
point advantage over Schreiber, who 
in turn is just one mark ahead of three 
times champion Yrjo Vesterinen. 

Limoges in Central France was the 
venue for another titanic battle where, 
in the rolling hills, huge granite 
outcrop sections faced the 60 starters. 

The organizing club drastically 
overestimated the capabilities of the 
contenders with sections that bordered 
on the insane. An indication of just 
how stupid they were can be had from 
British Champion Malcolm Rathmell's 
first lap score. He lost 79 marks from a 
possible 90, yet still finished the day in 


13th place. 
While the huge granite steps, 
fearsome drops and tight turns, 


defeated most of the entry, Schreiber 


was in his element. Never happy with : 


sections that are straight, Schreiber 
jinked, flipped and blasted his way up 
sheer six foot steps and down 20 foot 
drops to roars of applause from the 
massive crowds. 

Right from the opening lap of the 
three lap, 18 section trial, Schreiber 


had the advantage. He completed his 
opening tour, some 10 marks better 
than former French champ Christian 
Desnoyers, and after two laps was the 
only rider with a score still in double 
figures. 

As the world's stars sprawled on the 
rocks, rescuing damaged machines 
from holes and crevices that Schreiber 
was miraculously clearing, the 
challenge to Schreibers supremacy 
changed. Desnoyers fell back and it 
was another ex-champion who took 
over, this time Charles Coutard. But 
on the final lap it was his turn to suffer 
and three different nationalities took 
over, Spain's Manuel Soler, Finland's 
Vesterinen and  Belgium's Eddy 
Lejeune. 

For these three stars, the first lap 
had proved grueling, yet all managed 
to get their acts together and finished 
behind Schreiber in that order, and 
together with Karlson made up the top 
five trials riders in the world. 

Britain’s regular trio of rock bashers 
had disastrous days. Lampkin was so 
fed up that he threatened to pack it all 
in, Rathmell, travelling with Lampkin 
agreed, and Rob Shepherd had two 
rear wheel punctures, and had to 
finish his third lap with a flat tire. 

Shepherd's Honda teammate Eddy 
Lejeune also had his share of troubles 
smashing his gas tank in a spectacular 
tumble on the second lap, the time 
penalties he lost repairing it costing 
him second place. 

At the conclusion of the most stupid 
world trial yet, the organizers faced a 
barrage of moans from disgruntled 
competitors. However, nothing could 
detract from Schreiber's sparkling 
performance. Bernie said “I want to 
be 10 points ahead of the rest by the 
end of the Italian round in July if I am 
to win the title again.” 

On Sunday's performance he could 
well do that, and the only cloud on 
Bernie's horizon in France was lack of 
money. There is no prospect of any 
bonus from Bultaco, and no check due 
from Italjet -- yet! : .

250cc MX Series: 
Round four 
Belgian Jobe 
snares home 
country win

MARCHE EN FAMENNE, 

BELGIUM, JUNE 1 

While their rivals crashed out of 
at least one race each, Belgians 
Georges Jobe and Raymond 
Boven took a 1-2 in their home 
GP on a far from typical grassy 
Belgian track in the fourth round of 
the 250cc World Championship. 

Nineteen-year-old Suzuki star Jobe 
took 15 points from both races while 
his compatriot was fourth highest 
scorer in each, but neither could get 
anywhere near another youngster 
from the land-of-all-the-talents, Marc 
Velkeneers. 

At 18, the Yamaha rider is set to 
take the 125cc world crown from 
Harry Everts, but with no GP in his 
own class he joined in with the 250cc 
men and won the first race by seven 
seconds. His tactics were considered 
somewhat doubtful by the 
International Jury, however, and he 
was excluded from the start line of the 
second leg after knocking teammate 
Jan Kristoffersen from his machine as 
they disputed the first race lead. His 
employers weren't too happy about the 
incident either! 

While the Belgians found no 
problems with the greasy going, 
championship leader Jaroslav Falta 
saw his narrow points lead evaporate 
in a first race excursion. He came back 
for second place behind Jobe after 
displacing Boven and Dimitar 
Rangelov in the closing stages to stay 
second in the table. 

Velkeneers apart, Jobe’s main 
problem came from Gennady Moiseev 


in the first race after Kristoffersen had 
been dumped into the ropes by his 
teammate. After a dismal display in 
the previous GPs, the Russian looked 
more like his old self as he led Jobe 
until the penultimate lap, but he 
ended the day level with Falta after a 
trip to earth. Moiseevs change of 
fortunes could well be attributed to 
the use of a rear tire bought from 
Boven with bottles of champagne to 


replace his ineffective Barums 
provided by the state. 
- Team-mate Vladimir ^ Kavinov 


failed to finish either race and was 
joined in this category by the German 
Honda duo of Fritz Kobele and Rolf 
Dieffenbach. 

Two punctures put Dieffenbach out 
of leaderboard placings and Kobele 
met a similar fate in the second leg, 
having gone out of the first in a 
collision with Kavinov and another 
luckless star, Jean Claude Lacquaye. 

Having once again had to plead 
with the International Jury for a ride, 
Jim Pomeroy crashed twice, snapping 
off his front brake lever in the first 
race and again damaging the bike 
when parting company with his works 
Beta in the second race whilst lying 
third. 

Pomeroy is having difficulty getting 
entries after contesting the 500cc GPs 
earlier in the year and has been 
refused an entry for the British GP at 
Hawkstone Park, the next round in 
western Europe after the troupe travel 
to Poland and Russia. 

‘Briton Billy Aldridge, riding a 
standard Suzuki, scored his first World 
Championship points with sixth place 
in the first moto and hopes to arrange 
a bike for the American GP at 
Unadilla in July. =

10 years of great 


racing

This year marks the 10th anniversary of the 
500cc United States Grand Prix at Carlsbad, 
CA, which has grown to be the richest moto- 
cross race in the world! Contingency monies, 


added to the $30,000 purse, 
make the race worth close to 
$50,000. In addition to being 
the world's richest motocross, 
Carlsbad is one of the most exciting 
and arguably the most prestigious 
motocross race in America. It is also 
the only major motocross race in this 
country which has not been won by an 
American racer. World Champion 
title contender Brad Lackey, Danny 
LaPorte, Chuck Sun and Rick Burgett 
lead the contingent of American riders 
vying to end the domination of the 
USGP by European racers. What 
better year to do it than the 10th 
anniversary. 

In 1970 Carlsbad became one of the 
events on the American Motorcycle 
(now Motorcyclist) Association's new 
Trans-AMA motocross series. The 
race that year was for 250cc machines 
and was won by the legendary six-time 
250cc World MX Champion, Joel 
Robert on a Suzuki. Gary Bailey, on a 
Bultaco, was the highest placing 
American in 1970. He was ninth 
overall. 

Following the 1970 event, the pro- 
motors, Englishmen Gavin Trippe and 


Bruce Cox decided to make the 
Carlsbad race a World Championship. 
In 1971 they applied (through the 
AMA) to the Federation International 
Motocyclist for World Championship 
status for the Carlsbad race. The FIM 
controls the sanctions for international 
motorcycle races throughout the 
world. The sanction for a World 
Championship race was granted 
pending the fulfillment of running an 
approved (by several FIM observers) 
International 500cc motocross race for 
the mandatory two consecutive years 
prior to the first full points-paying 
Grand Prix race. Carlsbad remained 
part of the Trans-AMA series for 1971 
and 1972 as it moved toward full 
Championship status. 


Suzuki star, Belgian Sylvain Geboers 
won the first 500cc USGP in 1971, 
while Brad Lackey, the somewhat 
wild, teenage, rising star of American 
motocross posted an unprecedented 
(for those days) fourth place overall on 
his CZ to claim best American of the 
meet. 


By 1972 American motocross was 
really booming; we had our own series 


of races to determine 500cc and 250cc 
National Champions and Carlsbad 
was gaining in importance and 
prestige. Team Maico rider Ake 
Jonsson, who dominated the Trans- 
AMA series in 1972 with an 
unprecendented nine straight 
victories, picked up his fifth straight 
win of the series at Carlsbad (which 
was the seventh event in the 11 race 
Trans-AMA series that year). The new 
U.S. National 500cc Motocross 
Champion for 1972, Brad Lackey, 
again took best American honors at 
Carlsbad with a sixth overall. Lackey 
had switched to Kawasaki at the end of 
the U.S. National series and rode the 
“mean, green machine” to place sixth 
behind Jonsson, reigning 500cc World 
Champion, Roger DeCoster, Heikki 
Mikkola, Hans Maisch and Arne 
Kring. 

Many of the over 40,000 spectators 
at Carlsbad on June 24, 1973, who 
came to see riders from 11 different 
nations battle for the honor of winning 
the first Hang Ten U.S. Motocross 
Grand Prix, were hopeful of seeing an 
American rider win this most 
prestigious race. There was, however, 
something more important than direct 
prize money at stake for the European 
riders at Carlsbad in 1973 — World 
Championship ^ points! Realistic 
observers of World Championship 
competition felt that most of the 
spectators would be amazed to see how 
fast the European riders were when 
something more important to them 
than money was at stake. American 
motocrossers were getting better every 
year but they were not yet fast enough 
(nor were many of them yet into the 
endurance training the Europeans 
maintained) to challenge the 
Europeans when it came down to some 
serious racing. The points at stake 
made all the difference. 


The spectators got their money's 
(as they always do at Carlsbad) as Willi 


Bauer, Roger DeCoster and John 
Banks battled it out in the first moto 
before finishing in that order. The 
stage was set for the second moto 
confrontation between Bauer — who 
is now tragically paralyzed after a race 
crash in Europe — and then current 
and two-time World Champ 
DeCoster. Bauer and DeCoster, the 
most popular European motocross 
rider in America, battled for most of 
the 1973 season with DeCoster getting 
the nod for the championship at the 
end of the year by a mere two points. 
Unfortunately, DeCoster broke a rear 
shock halfway through the second 
moto and was forced to retire. Bauer 
went on to win the second moto and 
the race overall ahead of Yamaha's 
Jack Van Velthoven and British BSA 
rider John Banks. 


For the third year in a row, Brad 
Lackey was the best American rider, 
taking eighth overall — his best finish 
to date in World Championship 
competition which he was contesting 
for the first time in 1973 on the only 
Kawasaki in 500cc World Champion- 
ship competition. 

Gerrit Wolsink, the amazing Dutch 
dentist and one of the few college 
graduates in World Championship 
motocross competition, made the 
switch to Suzuki in 1974 and began his 
four year straight domination of the 
USGP. 

Hopes of seeing an American win 
the race overall were high after 
qualifying times were posted as Brad 
Lackey, who had switched to 
Husqvarna for 1974, posted the fastest 
time overall by one tenth of a second. 
Following a bad start in the first moto 
Lackey worked his way up to fifth but 
had wheel problems in the second 
moto, had to retire from the race and 
ended up a disappointed ninth overall 
for the day. Top American honors for 
the race went to Pierre Karsmakers on 
a Yamaha in fifth overall.

The 1974 Carlsbad race certainly 
had the most spectacular finish ever 
when Wolsink (who finished second to 
DeCoster in the first moto), being 
pushed hard for the lead on the last 
lap of the second moto by Heikki 
Mikkola, charged out of the last 
corner toward the checkered flag, hit a 
bump, ran up the side of the bank and 
crashed across the finish line a split 
second before Mikkola swept by for 
second! 

DeCoster, hampered by minor 
problems, finished a disappointed 
third in the second moto for second 
overall; Mikkola was third and Jim 
Weinert finished seventh overall. 

Heikki Mikkola had snatched the 
Championship from DeCoster in 1974 
and was leading the points going into 
Carlsbad for the 1975 race. DeCoster's 
infamous “Carlsbad luck” struck again 
in the second moto when mechanical 
gremlins dropped him to ninth after 
he had won the first moto ahead of 
Brad Lackey (who was enjoying his best 
GP season to date) and Gerrit Wolsink 
(whose luck at Carlsbad has been as 
good as DeCosters has been bad). 
“Rocket Rex” Staten surprised the 
crowd by leading the first two thirds of 
the race, then hanging in there for 
second after a motor mount broke, 
causing the engine to vibrate. Staten 
killed the engine on the final lap, and 
lost two positions in the process. 

Hope of an American win was 
squashed in the second moto when 
Lackey's Husqvarna broke, causing 
him to retire from the race. Wolsink 
moved up to take the win in the moto 
and for the second year, the overall 
victory. 

In 1975 American riders proved 
they were becoming a force to 
reckoned with by the European riders, 
especially on their home ground at 
Carlsbad. Jim Weinert finished fifth 
overall behind Wolsink, DeCoster, 
Karsmakers and Mikkola and headed 
a solid group of American riders who 


filled all the positions from fifth to 15th 
overall! 

In 1976 the “Flying Dutchman,” 
Gerrit Wolsink was virtually untouch- 
able at Carlsbad, taking both motos by 
wide margins and leading all but one 
lap of the day! “I had a perfect day. I 
didn’t make any mistakes. It was just 
one of those days when nothing goes 
wrong,” he smiled after the race. 


Brad Lackey came back fighting, 
after a hard crash on the second lap of 
the first moto, to post the best ever 
American finish at Carlsbad, second 
overall, with a seventh in the first moto 
and a third in the second moto. 


Wolsink’s incredible run of luck 
continued at the 1977 Carlsbad race 
which he won by 15 seconds over 
Mikkola after the two tied on 
combined moto scores and the tie was 
broken by totaling the times for both 
motos! Ironically, Mikkola scored one 
more GP point than Wolsink did for 
the day, and many people left the 
track feeling that Mikkola had won the 
race. 

Team Honda’s Jim Pomeroy won 
the first moto ahead of Roger 
DeCoster, but was forced to retire 
after a first turn crash in the second 
moto. “Bad Brad” Lackey was leading 
the second moto with DeCoster right 
on his tail, when he crashed at the 
bottom of one of the short, steep 
downhills, leaving DeCoster no place 
to go. DeCoste hit Lackey’s Honda, 
bent the forks on his Suzuki and 
retired from the race one lap later. 
Lackey got up to finish fourth for third 
overall for the day. DeCoster’s 
“Carlsbad Jinx” had struck again. 
Heikki Mikkola stopped Wolsink's win 
streak at Carlsbad in 1978. Herbert 
Schmitz was second overall on a Maico 
and Mike Bell, who won the 250cc 
Support race at Carlsbad in 1977, took 
best American honors with third 
overall on his Yamaha. American 
riders Rick Burgett (Yam) Gary 


Semics (C-A), Tommy Croft (Hon) 
and Frank Stacy (KTM) filled fourth 
through seventh overall positions while 
Brad Lackey was relegated to ninth 
overall after breaking the chain guide 
mount on his Honda and retiring in 
the first moto. Lackey came back to 
battle Mikkola in the second moto and 
finished second to gain his ninth 
overall position. 


The 1979 Bel-Ray USGP race will 
be remembered by riders and specta- 
tors alike for the incredible heat. Mike 
Bell led most of the first moto for 
America and Team Yamaha until he 
was forced to retire with heat prostra- 
tion. All of the riders felt the heat but 
it was savvy Gerrit Wolsink who 
returned to take his fifth Carlsbad win 
in six years. He began drinking water 
very early in the morning, never 
pushed any harder than he had to in 
the race, and though he didn’t win a 
moto he won the day. 

This history wouldn’t be complete 
without a quick look behind the scenes 
at the men, Gavin Trippe, Bruce Cox 
and Gerard McCaffrey, who promote 
this spectacular race and some of the 
things they have had to do through the 
years to make the USGP the most 
prestigeous race in this country and 
the richest motocross in the world. 


“The basic idea behind the Grand 
Prix has been to give the spectators 
something they can only see once a 
year", said Bruce Cox. “Gavin goes to 
the first GP of the year in Europe to 
sign the riders he feels will be in the 
top 10 by the time the “circus” gets to 
Carlsbad, so the fans will be able to 
watch the "best in the world” 
competing against the best American 
500cc class riders. He is very good at 
picking and we have missed only once 
or twice not having all of the top 10 or 
11 riders in the world at Carlsbad,” he 
continued. “Carlsbad may not have 
bleachers surrounding the course but 
you do get to see the “superstars of

motocross,” something you don’t get 
here but once a year.” 

The improvements made for rider 
safety and spectator access to the 
course over the years have been 
phenomenal. World Championship 
status was in jeopardy following the 
first race in 1971, when Baron von 
Essen, the FIM observer, approved the 
course only if the promotors could 
control the unruly crowds which broke 
through the snow fencing and ran 
across the track during the races. So 
Trippe, Cox and McCaffrey spent 
$15,000 on chain link fencing for 1972 
and still had problems with spectators 
crossing the track. Trippe figured if 
ways were provided for fans to get 
from one part of the course to another 
they would stay off the track so the 
first of four bridges were built to pro- 
vide spectator access to different parts 
of the course. An extensive sprinkler 
system was added for dust control, one 
and a half miles of trenches were dug 
for under ground telephone lines to 
the press trailer and some fields were 
rented near the track to provide 
parking space. 

“We only need the space once a year, 
but we have to rent them for 365 days,” 
said Cox. To prevent the chance of any 
fire they usually turn the long dry 
grass under or have it scraped off by 
machine. A few years ago they decided 
to burn it off and McCaffrey also man- 
aged to catch himself on fire in the pro- 
cess, getting only a burned leg in the 
process. 

“Of course we make money on the 
race," said Cox, "we couldn't continue 
to promote it if we didn’t but the 
behind-the-scenes cost, in addition to 
the $30,000 purse is amazing. When 
we made the first investment in the 
fence in 1972 the $15,000 was like a 
fortune to us; now we spend that much 
each year to repair holes and get the 
track in shape.” It’s worth it. It is the 
United States 500cc World Champion- 
ship. 
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American showdown for 
the 500cc World 
Championship

When the mechanical monsters and their rock- 
hewn jockeys of the toughest class in World 
Championship motocross meet on June 22 for 
America’s 500cc Grand Prix at Carlsbad, there 


will be only one question the 
fence-jamming, banner-waving, 
hoarse-screaming spectators want 
answered. They want to know if 


Brad Lackey, after seven years of try- 
ing, will finally win his home country’s 
Grand Prix. If that should happen, 
then the series points Brad accumulated 
since the beginning of the 1980 Grand 
Prix season should receive a big 
enough kick to help him through the 
remaining four races toward clinching 
the 500cc MX World Championship. 

In the gut-wrenching, arm-jerking 
sport of big league motocross, though, 
anything can happen. Particularly at a 
track like Carlsbad where Brad has 
had difficulty in the past putting two 
good motos together. But then, Roger 
DeCoster has had more bad luck at 
Carlsbad than any five-time World 
Champion has the right to, and he's 
coming back to try again. A rider like 
Gerrit Wolsink who has won there five 
times in the past must certainly now 
own enough of that desert real estate 
he could find his way around the Carls- 
bad course blindfolded. 

One big factor in winning at Carlsbad 
has always been the heat, and last year 
it played a major role in the race. 
Temperatures over the 100° mark put 
American Team Yamaha rider Mike 
Bell, who had been leading the first 
moto by a wide margin, out of the race 
completely when he was struck by heat 
fatigue with just four laps to go. Gerrit 
Wolsink won that moto, then came 
back in the second race to finish third, 
effectively wrapping up the overall win 
in what would prove to be one of his 
last races for Team Suzuki. 


The show in the second moto was 
stolen by Yamaha's Heikki Mikkola, 
then World Champion, and Kawasaki's 
Brad Lackey, both whom had crashed 
in the first moto on the opening laps 
and dropped out of the race. Return- 
ing fresh for the second moto, Lackey 
caught leader Mikkola early in the 
race and the two battled back and forth 
over first place, driving the spectators 
and ABC television camera crews crazy, 
with home country hero Lackey finally 
pulling out a slight lead on the last 
couple laps to win. 

This year an entire new scenario was 
expected in the 500cc class. The two 
top riders in the world, Mikkola and 
DeCoster announced their retirement 
after a disappointing 1979 season 
plagued by injuries and breakdowns. 

After announcing his retirement, 
DeCoster left Suzuki to become Euro- 
pean team manager for Honda, but 
then, because he looked so impressive 
in test rides on Honda’s new Pro-Link 
works bike, DeCoster decided to return 
to racing again this year. This provided 
Honda with a formidable team con- 
sisting of DeCoster, reigning champion 
Graham Noyce and hot young star 
Andre Malherbe. 


Unfortunately, problems at the be- 
ginning of this year’s series put two of 
Honda’s hot shoes out of the points 
race for the championship almost im- 
mediately. Title holder Noyce suffered 
a broken collarbone just before the 
championship began, causing him to 
miss the first two races while healing 
back up. Then DeCoster, the team’s 
main test rider, found himself having 
a number of mechanical breakdowns 
that put him well down in the stand- 
ings, too. The only Team Honda rider 
to be running fast and consistent each 
week was Malherbe. And it is now 
Malherbe — the points leader — who 
is proving to be Lackey's main chal- 
lenger for the championship. 

When Heikki Mikkola retired from 
Team Yamaha last year, he left a 
vacancy that needed filling. Amid big- 
bucks negotiations Husqvarna’s 1979 
250cc World Champion Hakan 
Carlqvist, was wooed away from Husky 
to join Yamaha where he quickly proved 
himself to be just as fast on an Open 
class bike. Unfortunately, just as Carl- 
qvist was proving himself to be a con- 
tender for the title, a cold the weekend 
of the Finnish Grand Prix put him out 
of the race and way behind in points. 

The situation was the same over at 
Team Suzuki. There were two impres- 
sive young stars, Gerard Rond and 
Jean-Jacques Bruno, capable of win- 
ning any weekend of the Grand Prix 
calendar, but their new RN 440-80 
works bikes with the monoshock Float- 
ing Suspension System were having 
teething problems and keeping them 
out of the battle for the points lead in 
the Championship. 


Even the usually reliable Maico team 
riders were having their share of prob- 
lems. Gerrit Wolsink and Ivan Van 
den Broeck were trying to sort out new 
rear suspension systems that just weren't 
working as well as hoped for. 

So, as the 500cc World Champion- 
ship heads toward its mid-way point, 
the United States Grand Prix at Carls- 
bad, there are just two riders in strong 
contention for the championship: Andre 
Malherbe and our own Brad Lackey. 

Brad has been contesting the 500cc 
World Championship since 1974 and 
every year he has been pulling a little 
closer to the title. Last year he made 
the move to Team Kawasaki with the 
hope their new Uni-Trak works bike 
would be just the ticket he needed to 
finally come out on top of the world, 
but the radical new monoshocker just 
had too many teething problems and 
development which needed sorting 
out. During last fall's Trans-USA Series 
Brad began testing on an all-new design 
KX440-80 Kawasaki works bike in 
order to be sure it wquld be fully sorted 
out in time for this year’s championship. 
All the hard work paid off. Brad pulled 
off the overall win of the first Grand 
Prix of the year and never backed off 
the gas, maintaining his points lead 


each week as the series headed towards 
America. Only Honda's Andre Mal- 
herbe has proven to have the right 
combination of riding skill, bike relia- 
bility and plain old luck to match 
Brad in the points battle. 

When it comes to winning individual 
races, though, the other major factory 
riders still can't be forgotten. Injuries 
and mechanical breakdowns may have 
put them back in the points standings, 
but his year more than ever before in 
the 500cc World Championship class 
there are so many top contenders the 
possibilities of picking a potential win- 
ner is next to impossible. Besides Lackey 
and Malherbe, the other riders like 
Noyce, DeCoster, Carlqvist, Vromans, 
Rond and Bruno could win at any 
Grand Prix on any particular weekend. 


(Shortly after this was written, Noyce 
broke his leg in the start of the second 
moto in the Italian 500cc MXGP, and 
will not see action at Carlsbad... Editor.) 


The American riders from the Na- 
tionals? No, we haven't forgotten about 
them, but their chances of doing well 
against the Grand Prix contenders this 
year are small. Most of the 500cc Na- 
tionals thus far have been fairly un- 
competitive, what with the problems 
top contenders Danny LaPorte, Rick 
Burgett and Rex Staten have had, so 
riders like series points leader Chuck 
Sun of Team Honda and the others 
haven't had to push each other very 
hard yet. They just won't be able to 
match the same high speed pace as the 
Grand Prix stars. 

That doesn't mean there won't be 
an American in the winner's circle at 
Carlsbad. Certainly not if Brad 
Lackey has his way this coming Sunday. 
This is the first time an American rid- 
er has ever led the World Champion- 
ship in motocross, and Brad will certain- 
ly be needing all the support he can 
get from us to cheer him on every inch 
of the way to victory! a

Jody Nicholas, a member of the 
Suzuki road racing team, announced 
that he would be “doing it in the dirt” 
at some West Coast dirt track 
Nationals, aboard an Al Golden- 
prepped 650cc BSA.

In D-36 scrambles contests, Bultaco- 
mounted Jim Foley was the man to 
beat in the 250cc Experts, winning 
first in a day event at Harris Ranch 
and then taking night events at Lodi 
and Hayward. 


Washington's Mt. St. Helens was still 
sleeping peacefully, but there was 
action aplenty on the Castle Rock TT 
track. After being upset by Bill Elder 
in the Trophy Dash, Sonny Burres 
came right back to take the Expert 
main event.

` Williams’ initial choice of S&W 70/ 
100 progressive springs proved to be a 
remarkably close first choice. Later, as 
weight was pared from the bike, 60/90s 
were found to be more appropriate to 
California track surfaces. S&W shocks 
also proved to be a good choice by 
Williams, so Smith elected to stay with 
them rather than toying with more ex- 
pensive, exotic or complicated designs. 


Having attended to the bike's major 
handling hurdles, Smith turned his at- 
tention to the bike's biggest reliability 
problem, the ignition system. A Powers 
electronic ignition replaced the stock 
points setup. Smith knew that the stan- 
dard Yamaha mechanical design al- 
lowed the timing to wander at high 
rpm's. He also knew that tbe points 
wore out quickly and that the stock 
coils lacked reserve voltage. The Powers 
unit utilizes the "Hall field effect" to 
trigger timing with total accuracy and 
reliability. 

Now Smith turned to the motor itself. 
RD motor work, while relatively 
straight-forward, must be undertaken 
within certain parameters of maximum 
compression ratio, maximum safe 
piston speed and maximum rpm’s for 
acceptable crankshaft life. With such 
limitations in mind, Smith began by 
raising the bike's compression ratio. 
The 28mm Mikuni carbs were replaced 
by a pair of 34's which Smith fitted to 
custom-made carb mounts. The stock 
reeds were replaced by a set of TZ750 
reeds with fiberglass petals. Smith 
ported the stock barrels for both more

A fresh crank was installed. Interest- 
ingly, Smith does not use a “trick” 
crankshaft. His sole modification to 
the lower end is replacement of the 
stock big end rod bearings with TZ 
bearings. The rods themselves were 
left stock, though Smith used the latest 
models, which are slotted for better 
lubrication. Smith feels that “the only 
weak point in the RD400 cranks seems 
to be the outer mains. These were re- 
placed with TZ roller bearings. It was 
also necessary to use straight-cut pri- 
mary gears to reduce side-loading on 
the crank.” On later, higher rpm 
motors, Smith has begun tack welding 
the crank pins for added strength. 


The bike's stock wiring harness was 
chucked in favor of a custom-made 
harness with nothing more than essential 
wiring. In accordance with AFM Super- 
street rules, under which AFM endur- 
ance races are run, the headlight and 
brakelight inals were retained.

affixed to the side of the newly built 


battery box, and both horn and 
battery were protected by the installa- 
tion of an older TZ type fiberglass seat/ 
tailpiece.

brackets. Smith made a few more 
porting refinements which permitted 
still better breathing through the Bab- 
cock chambers. And he also leaned 
out the jetting slightly. 

For the AFM’s annual spring endur- 
ance extravaganza, the Ontario Six- 
Hour, Smith once again secured the 
services of Draper to assist Williams, 
but this time Team Quandary would 
be racing far longer so Smith added a 
third member to the team, AMA 
Expert Glen Shopher. 

Once practice was over, the trio 
soon learned that the competition had 
heated up over the winter: three or 
four other teams were turning faster 
times in practice than Team 
Quandary. That information notwith- 
standing, Smith remained steadfast in 
his insistence that the three riders con- 
serve their tires (Michelin $41 in front 
and SW4 in rear) because a tire 
change would rob them of precious 
time that they would never be able to 
retrieve on the track. 

Smith need not have worried. Once 
again, Smith’s team had pretty much 
assured themselves of another class 
win, with their competition trailing by 
five laps. They-wisély chose to “slow” 
from consistent 2:14’s to conservative 
2:18’s. Assured that their eighth 
overall position was no fluke, Team 
Quandary indulged themselves in a 
chain d4djustment on their last scheduled 
pit stop/rider switch! They went on to 
finish first in their class, eighth overall 
and ahead of every 550 and 750cc bike 
still running, a remarkable feat for a 
supposedly unsuitable two-stroke en- 
durance bike, particularly in a race of 
this magnitude. Once again, well- 
rehearsed pit stops, intelligent riding 
and fastidious preparation had paid off.

The first Amateur 250cc machine 
was piloted by Scott Postma with 
second Amateur 250cc Ted Overholt 
nipping at his heels.

Ross 
jumped into first, but went high in 
turn three. At that point it became a 
thrilling two-man match race between 
northern Califorinas number one 
"Flying" Mike Faria and number two 
"Do It" Duane Yarrow. They gave the 
crowd their money's worth with 
unquestionably the most exciting race 
of the evening. 

"Flyin" Mike took the checkered 
flag in his well-known last minute 
style, putting his computer knowledge 
of the track to work. 

The Division Two Main was won by 
a gentleman who readily admits to 
being older than most of the racers' 
fathers! Bill Thomas took home his 
first Speedway win, as well as a big kiss 
from the pretty trophy girl, making 
him feel a lot younger than his 50 plus 
years! A veteran of scrambles and 
enduro racing since the early 1950s, 
Bill first raced Speedway in ‘75.

Penhall sweeps 
Ascot

GARDENA, CA, JUNE 12 
Thursday was a special treat for 
speedway fans here at Ascot. 
Bruce Penhall came back from 
England to show 'em how it's 
done on the quarter mile. Recovering 
nicely from his crash yesterday at San 
Bernardino after coming in second 
place in his first race, Penhall went on 
to win every event he rode in. Starting 
with the Match Race against former 
teammate Michael Bast, Bruce won, 
choosing the outside position. As they 
shook hands, Mike said, "Don't make 
me look too bad!" The tape went up 
and the two riders were off with 
Penhall taking an early lead. Bast put 
the pressure on, but Bruce wouldn't 
sacrifice his lead and took the 
checkered flag. 

The Handicap Main event had the 
crowd scratching thier heads in bewil- 
derment as the red light came on when 
a bike went down between turns one 
and two while the green light stayed 
on. The starter didn't red flag the race 
till another lap had gone by, but 
officially, there had only been two laps 
completed so there had to be a restart. 

Penhall, with a healthy lead, took 
the win with Denny Pyeatt in second 
place and Brad Oxley in third which, 
coincidently, was the way it finished 
the first time. 

The Scratch Main event brought 
Mike Bast to the pole position with 
Penhall next to him followed by Oxley 
and Leni Faas. Penhall jumped out in 
front with Bast and Faas battling a 
close second. The battle stayed mostly 
for second place as Faas rode the track 
high, in Penhall's line, while Bast ran 
under him. Penhall crossed the finish 
line first, looking behind him in his 
usual fashion, as Bast managed to stay 
out front of Faas settling for the 
number two spot. 

Bruce's presence brought the 
television people out to interview him 
and also brought several new people to 
Ascot for the first time. During half- 
time, Bruce said that he misses 
California very much, especially the 
girls. He said besides the opener this 
year, he has not ridden at Ascot in as 
much as four years. The bike he rode 
had been kept here, but he brought 
the motor (a Westlake) with him from 
Europe. When asked how he felt after 
his fall the previous day, he said that 
his face hurt a bit, but he was all right. 
He claimed he hadn't fallen in over 
three months. 

When asked how the American 
team was going to do when he goes 
back to England, he said, "We're 
going to kick butts!” 

The Second Division Main was fast 
paced with Henry Swank off the line 
fast for a lap till Dwight Hill snuck by. 
Later, Dave Van Horn took the 
number two spot in the very last turn, 
leaving Van Horn in the number three

COSTA MESA, CA, JUNE 13 
Having returned from England 
and dominating the other tracks, 
Bruce “The Fox” Penhall came 
to Costa Mesa with hopes of a 
clean sweep. Bruce is no dummy and 
said before the races that beating Alan 
Christian is tough, but beating him at 
Costa Mesa...well, we'll see. 

Beside offering a different style of 
racing (he likes the outside), Penhall is 
one of the best looking riders in speed- 
way and even worse, he’s nice. He had 
time for everyone and it was quite 
evident after the races for at least 30 
minutes. Bruce maintained a crowd of 
50 people or more (seeking autographs 
mostly) and he seemed not to get 
bored with it. If he did, he didn’t show 
it. I think a lot of riders who rush off 
after the races should look at Alan 
Christian and Bruce Penhall, two 
quality riders whose personalities add 
something extra to speedway, that 
something special that all the fans 
really enjoy (myself included). 

The feature race, a two-lap fan 
pleaser, matched Christian against 
Penhall and the stands shook with fans 
cheering for their hero. When the gate 
went up, Bruce beat Alan to turn one. 
Christian tried to go inside and they 
nearly tangled, but Penhall pulled out 
first and maintained the lead to the 
checkered flag. 

In turn one of the third Scratch 
Heat, Mike Muntean, Dave Sims, 
Steve Nutter and Shawn McConnell all 
hit turn one together and 
unfortunately three of the four went 
down in the kind of accident no one 
likes to see. Sims dislocated his 
shoulder and Nutter got a set of 
handlebars where it could have 
resulted in a hight voice. The worst 
happened to McConnell who received 
a broken upper arm, a possible 
broken collarbone and a possible back 
injury according to a paramedic on 
the scene. The race was restarted 
without McConnell or Sims. 

The Scratch Main matched Lance 
King, Muntean, Penhall and Christian. 
Both Penhall and Christian had won 
every one of their heats to get here. The 
question on everyone’s mind was if 
Penhall would stop Christian's total 
dominance of Costa Mesa. 

The gate went up and so did Bruce. 
He was first into turn one with 
Christian and Muntean behind. Alan 
hit Mike's back tire and some soft dirt. 
Both King and Christian went down. 
The race was restarted. 

The crowd was nearly silent and as 
the gate went up the crowd got so loud 
the ground seemed to shake. This time 
Christian and Penhall hit turn one 
almost together, Alan just slightly 
ahead. Christian closed the door by 
hugging the rail and Penhall was 
unable to go inside. He tried the 
outside on the third lap and just at 
that moment, Mike “The Mad Man” 
Muntean went under him and took 
second in turn two. Penhall moved 
back into second place, but he was 
riding the outside and had farther to 
go. Muntean stuck close to the rail and 
regained second place. Then King 
moved into third putting Bruce in an 
unfamiliar fourth place. 








Penhall took third place back and 
on the last lap, tried to take second. 
Muntean again refused to give in. 

The Handicap Main had as its 
farthest back yardage rider Steve 
Columbo from the 30. Jeff Tomlin got 
a good start, but Kurt Strommer was 
first into turn one. Strommer held the 
lead going into lap two, but Tomlin 
took the inside on turn three for the 
lead. Right behind Tomlin was 
Charlie Morse.

Kurt Sofka 
put his Yamaha into second at the 
start followed by Turner and Yamaha 
riders Steve Banning and Pete Snorte- 
land, both of whom would fall victim 
to the double jumps. 

On lap two Turner put the move on 
Sofka and Snorteland worked his way 
past Banning. Gerig and Lunde settled 
in at sixth and seventh with Craig 
Gormley sliding his Yamaha . into 
eighth ahead of Tamietti. 

On lap four Banning made a rather 
harsh and sudden landing on the far 
side of the double jumps and spent a 
few laps regaining his breath. Two 
laps later and Turner danced past 
Moorewood and into the lead. Snorte- 








land kept the pressure on Moorewood 
for a few laps before slowing in an 
effort to save his rear wheel which was 
in a fragile condition and would later 
fail completely in the second moto. 


As Turner lengthened his lead out 
front, Lunde found a couple of horses 
tucked inside his YZ and picked off 
Gerig, Sofka and Snorteland in short 
order. With two laps remaining in the 
race Lunde set his sights on Moore- 
wood and swept past as the white flag 
came out. Turner was the nearly inevi- 
table winner with Lunde a remarkable 
second followed by Moorewood, Snorte- 
land and Sofka. 


Sofka timed the gate perfectly to 
take the second moto holeshot with 
Johnson second and Yamaha rider 
Matt Nelson third. On the second go- 
‘round. Johnson charged. past .Sofka as 
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Nelson dropped out and Donald 
Draskovich moved his Yamaha into 
third place ahead of Gormley. Turner 
and Lunde were off to bad starts but 
within a few laps had displaced many 
competitors and were challenging for 
the front positions. Turner moved in 
behind Johnson and the two riders 
battled for the lead for most of the 
second half of the moto. Johnson was 
putting on the ride of his career as he 
held off repeated charges by Turner. 
With two laps to go, Turner found an 
opening and slipped into the lead. 
Johnson made several attempts to 
repass but got a little sideways over the 
scoring jump and did a vicious endo 
that scared everyone and left Johnson 
battered and shaken. 

Turner rode on to clinch the win as 
Draskovich held off Lunde to finish 
second. Lunde picked up the second 
overall purse money with Moorewood 
taking third and Draskovich fourth 
with an 8-2 score.

Racing gets

had most riders dogpaddling their 
bikes through the first mile of the 
course. The riders then had a long up- 
hill road to thin them out and the 
bigger bikes moved up several places. 

The infamous Sourdough terrain 
started about three miles into the 
course with its 70° uphills and down- 
hills. This race is not for the faint- 
hearted and several times the cry of 
“no brakes” cleared the path to the 
bottom. 

After the gas check, several miles of 
logging road provided a welcome relief 
from the steep hills. This was short- 
lived when the riders sound themselves 
in two miles of snow that was up to 
four feet deep! Lots of tight trails with 
a little powerline road thrown in 
brought the participants back to the 
finish. 

The usual 60 plus-mile course was 
shortened this year to about 36 miles 
for numerous unavoidable reasons. 
This resulted in a 75% finisher rate 
compared to 40% in past years. As 
with any race that has a tough reputa- 
tion behind it, past finishers were 
complaining that it was too short while 
others were saying it was too tough. 
One thing for sure, though, is whether 
it’s 36 or 60 miles, the Sourdough is 
one tough event. 

The overall and each class winner 
received $100. In addition, specially- 
designed medals were awarded to the 
first three finishers in each class. Many 
contingencies were also distributed. 

The Deyo family of Orofino, ID, 
grabbed most of the cash with Alan 
taking the overall win on a YZ250 and 
Mark taking the Open win with his 
sixth overall, Alan pushed his YZ to a 
relatively easy five-minute margin over 
Eddie Epler, also a 250cc rider. Alan's 
time was one hour, 45 minutes. 

Third and fourth overall went to 
175cc riders Norm Kopp and Gus 
Peterson. Doug Mattson was fifth and 
past winner Jim Hamby garnered 
seventh on a 250. 

This course is not for 125s. In 1979, 
only one finished and they had to wait 
till almost dark for him. This year, 
Russ Carlson pushed (literally) his 125 
to 38th overall followed a ways back by 
Todd Lapp in 56th and Robert 
Yarnell who earned third 125. 

The Mountaineers can be congratu- 
lated once again for putting on the 
premier cross country race in this area. 
Hopefully, next year they can find a 
few more trails to weed out the moto- 
crossers.

The Bureau of Land Management’s California 
Desert Advisory Committee held a working 
session for three days, June 5-7, at which time 
several recommendations regarding off-road 


vehicle use on the desert were 
made. After considerable dis- 
cussion, the Advisors finally 
decided to agree in principle 
with the concept of “open areas.” This 
is a^ major victory for the ORV 
interests who argued that certain areas 
could and should be managed as 
“open.” The flower sniffers argued 
that every area should have restrictions 
of one sort of another. 

In another decision favorable to our 
interests, the Advisory Board told 
BLM that “designated” features 
should be designated immediately, not 
after the seven year period called for in 
the legislation. In other words, if an 
area is to be open on “designated” 
routes of travel, we should know now 
which routes are going to be 
“designated.” 

The board agreed with the principle 
of “linear competitive events" (bureau- 
cratise for point to point races), 
including courses through "limited 
use" arcas on designated roads. 

Although there were several rumors 
that they specifically agreed to the 
annual running of a B-to-V and Check 
Chase, we were not able to get confir- 
mation from BLM director Jim Ruch. 

Additional. information received 
recently is that President Carter’s 
Council on Environmental Quality has 
stepped into the picture, and they 
have added 15 new "Areas of Critical 
Environmental Concern" into the 
planning process. ‘Some of these 
originally rejected, but now back» in 
the picture areas are: The Saline 
Valley Corridor: the Red Mountain/ 
El Paso “Raptor Breeding Area” (300 
square miles of good riding area which 
could be off limits so that we don't 
interrupt the raptors while they are 
"doing their thing"; 'the Jawbone 
Canyon, Butterbread, Lone Tree, 
Dove Springs region (350 square 
miles); The Fremont/Stoddard Valley 
Desert Tortoise Area (another 2000 
square miles for the turtles); and, lest 
we forget the "Flat Tailed Horned 
Lizard," there is now another 160 
miles for us to “be critically environ- 
mentally concerned" over in the Yuha 
Basin. If we don't watch them care- 
fully, they are likely to claim the 
horney lizards got that way by us 
riding over their tails. Another of these 
15. areas which was originally rejected 
but now under consideration for 
special protection is the Fri Mountain/ 
Upper Johnson Valley area (23 square 
miles). 

The Advisory Board will be meeting 
again on June 27 and 28 in Riverside. 
Anyone wishing to attend can get 
details from BLM, no public participa- 











tion is permitted in these “work 
sessions," but if you want to watch 
your Desert getting sliced up, you are 
welcome to observe. 

On a brighter note, Assemblyman 
Hayes' office informed us that his new 
"Sagebrush Rebellion" bill passed one 
more hurdle on its way to the 
Governor's desk on June 10th. The bill 
was approved by the Senate Govern- 
ment Organization Committee on that 
day; next stop is the Senate Finance 
Committee, then the Senate Floor and 
on to the Governor. 

Also passed on June 10th was 
Assemblyman  Chappies | AB2111 
which places new emphasis on the Off- 
Road Vehicle Program within the 
Department of Parks and Recreation. 
Although the bill got out 7 to 0, Senator 
Barry Keene from the northern 
California coastal counties region was 
bad mouthing the use of gasoline for 
motorcycle recreation. Keene at first 
refused to vote on the bill, saying he 
“was protesting this use of gasoline.” 
Only after another senator arrived to 
cast the deciding vote could the bill get 
out. It should be pointed out that 
Senator Keene in the past has asked 
motorcyclist organizations to support 
him, and although he is not running 
for election again until 1982, he 
should be reminded by any of his 
Constituents from the north coastal 
area that we are watching. 

And finally, speaking of elections, 
we finally got a listing of all the final 
results of the legislative races around 
the state and have compared the 
results to the recommendations of 
CORPAC which were printed in CN 
the week before the June election. It 
looks like they had 13 winners and 10 
losers. Next step, according to 
CORPAC officials is to send all the 
"survivors" detailed questionaires 
follwed by candidate interviews. After 
that CORPAC endorsements will be 
released, and individuals and clubs 
will be asked. to pitch in on those 
election campaigns. This idea for 
political action makes more sense than 
almost anything we've seen coming 
down the pike in a long time: we can 
really influence the legislative process 
if we use the asset we have the most of 
— people. 

Latest word is that CORPAC is still 
going ahead with plans to hold several 
large campaign events on Saturday 
October 4, and November 1. They are 
still looking for clubs and organizations 
who will help stage some of the local 
logistics, maybe donate finisher pins, 
etc,. Has your group blocked out 
either or both dates on your club 
calendar yet?

Knollenberg 
captures AFM 
Golden State Box 
Stock contest

SONOMA, CA, JUNE 1 

Kurt Knollenberg, on a San Jose 
BMW/Suzuki GS1100, held off 
Phil Beck on a Moto Guzzi 850 
Le Mans to take top Box Stock 
honors at Golden State Raceway. Once 
again, track conditions played a major 
role in the course of the day. But that 
didn't phase the Redwood City, CA, 
resident as he and his Suzuki also 
managed to hold back the 750cc class 
bikes, along with hard-charging Mike 
Spencer on a Champion Cycles Kaw 
KZ550. 

Kurt led from the first turn, as 
Whitney Blakeslee (Champion Cycles 
Kaw KZ1000) got the holeshot off the 
line. But Knollenberg flexed the 
Suzuki's muscles and passed Whit 
going up the hill to turn 2. Hot on 
their heels was Lee Fleming on another 
Champion Cycles Kawasaki KZ1000. 
Fleming and Blakeslee, incidentally, co- 
own Champion, located in Costa Mesa. 
On the third lap Beck managed to get 
by Fleming and Blakeslee to challenge 
Knollenberg. Blakeslee yielded to 
Fleming, apparently still feeling the 
affects of his appendectomy three 
weeks ago. 

The next lap saw the Kawasaki 
KZ750s of Mark Shelton (Champion 
Cycles) and Frank Mazur begin to 
catch the Open class cycles as they 
were riding faster than the heavier 
Open bikes. But the victory made it 
two in a row at Golden State for Knol- 
lenberg and his sponsor, who formerly 
sold only BMW cycles and was the 
sponsor of Harry Klinzmann, Paul 
Ritter and others. 


The race day ended when, during 
the opening laps of the Open GP con- 
test, a big-bore four-stroke blew an en- 
gine and dropped oil on the racing line 
for nearly a quarter of a mile, from the 
exit of turn 9 all the way into the 
pits. Dave Garoutte (Ewen McKechnie 
Yam TZ750) fell in turn 10 without 
much damage to himself or his mount. 
The race was then interrupted for al- 
most a half hour as turn workers tried 
desperately to mop up the oil. However, 
the dry oil remover (called Grease- 
Sweep) wasn't working well, leaving 
the track slick. 

Turn workers discovered the same 
problem earlier in the day at turn 8A 
and Michael Madden dropped his 
Can-Am there to prove the point. 
There, as they did at turn 10, turn 
workers placed cones out to route the 
traffic around the oil. 


Unfortunately for Dave Garoutte, as 
the Open GP field negotiated the 
coned-off turn 10, someone ran over a 
few cones. One flew up and hit Dave in 
the shoulder and another hit his hel- 
met, knocking him out, throwing him 
off his bike and breaking his collarbone. 


Shortly after that, S.F. President Bill 
Ralston cancelled the rest of the races. 
The points races will be treated as if 
the day were rained out; that is, the 
entire day does not count toward the 
overall year-end club championship. 
Meanwhile, Ralston is searching for an 
adequate oil remover. 


While frustration raged on the race- 
track, controversy was boiling over in 
the pits. Marc Salvisberg had just beat- 
en Pat Eagan (Cycle World/Ontario 
Mototech Honda Hawk) on the last lap 
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after a race-long pursuit. But Salvis- 
berg was still using steel-braided brake 
lines, which are illegal for the Produc- 
tion class and was the reason that Marc 
was disqualified in the May 18 race. 
Salvisberg defied the rules and left 
them on. "Ive locked up my brakes 
going into (turn) 11 many times and 
I'm sick and tired of risking my life to 
race...I’m going to continue to run 
the steel-braided lines!" 

Eagan was sympathetic, but 
reluctant to protest the violation. "What 
do you want me to do, Marc?" he re- 
peatedly asked. “All of us should be 
able to use braided steel lines. There 
are lots of reasons for it, along with it 
being safer," said Eagan. Pat never 
protested and Salvisberg was awarded 
first place despite the deliberately 
blatant equipment violation. 

Product prizes were paid by Kal- 
Gard for finishing in the top three 
places today and Kawasaki is paying 
$150 to any big-bore Box Stock or Pro- 
duction winner on a Kaw. Kal-Gard, 
Kawasaki and ND Spark Plugs will all 
be on hand to award prizes at the next 
points races on July 6 at Golden State.

Sand Hill Ranch provided the 
setting for the annual District 36 
Benefit MX. The proceeds from 
this race pay for the banquet at 
the end of the year given to honor tbe 
top 20 blue plate point winners in each 
of the district's event categories:

The chairman of Texaco is Maurice 
F. Granville, who is a member of the 
Council on Foreign Relations and a 
director of the Federal Reserve of New 
York. You recall that the Sierra Club 
has been a stock-holder in Texaco. 











Remember also that the Sierra Club 
has invested in Mobil Oil, the 
chairman of which,  Rawleight 
Warner, Jr., is a member of the CFR. 
Sierra has also invested in Exxon, 
where senior vice-president George T. 
Piercy is also a member of the CFR 
and a director of the Chemical Bank. 
These are just a few examples. 

Why are the people who run the 
government, the huge foundations, 
and the oil companies pouring money 
into the Sierra Club?

Colorado dust

“Oh man, Tm back in the point standings! I 
don’t even believe it!” exclaimed a pumped 


Goat Breker after winning 


the 500cc portion 


of the Super Seer AMA 250/500cc Mile High 


Motocross at Lakewood Sport- 
cycle Park. It was his first Nation- 
al win, and he did it convincing- 
ly, beating Rick Burgett both 
times out. 

Kent Howerton came to Colorado 
after clinching the 250cc crown last 


week in Atlanta and scored again with 
an unbelievable comeback charge to 


win the first moto and score a third in 
moto two. He earned 45 points to eke 
out the win over Warren Reid whose 2- 
2 tally netted him 44 points. 


More so than the elevation or rock- 
covered track, dust was the single most 
glaring “challenge” of the track. Even 
the morning’s practice was run on a 
dry track, and the water truck present 
was unable to keep things damp. 


Many riders were heard to complain. 
“It was the worst!” voiced Marty Smith, 
“My lungs are hatin’ life.” 

Howerton said, "I'd have to say it 
was the worst; it wasn't fair to all the 
riders. You couldn't see anything in 
the corners." 


250cc National 

Local favorite Boo Stichter on a 
Brighton KTM and Mike Loeffler ran 
away with the first 250cc qualifier, 
helped on by cheers from the crowd, 
with Kawasaki's David Bailey running 
third. 

The second qualifier saw LOP Ya- 
maha rider Mark Lawrence in front 
from start to finish followed by Moto- 
X Fox's Carlos Serrano and Lenny 
Giger on Hondas. 

KTM-mounted Tim Fastle took the 
consolation race over Dave Hollis and 
Troy Bradshaw. 

Kawasaki's Warren Reid led the 
field out of the first turn in moto one, 
but Stichter stayed right beside him 
and when they came to the abrupt 
ledge in the second corner, he flew by 
Reid. Trailing them on the first lap 
were Giger, Moto-X Fox Yamaha rid- 
er Tony Wanket, Suzuki's Darrell 
Shultz, Honda's Steve Wise and Yama- 
ha's Mike Bell. New 250cc National 
Champ Kent Howerton paid the price 
for a poor starting position and seemed 
hopelessly mired back in the pack 
where dust was such a formidable 
obstacle. 

Stichter could not shake Reid, and 
the two began to pull away from the 
field, much to the crowd's delight. 
Wise started moving after 15 minutes 
and closed on Shultz who was now in 
fourth behind Giger. It took him a 
while to find a clear path around the 


Suzuki pilot, but at the ledge on lap 
10, Wise gassed it a bit longer to put 
him ahead. 

However, Shultz managed to get 
Wise a short time later. There was no 
way Wise would settle for that, 
though, and two laps afterwards he 
went by both Shultz and Giger for 
third. Giger fell off the pace to place 
eighth at the finish. 

In the meantime, Howerton had 
steadily been pulling himself up through 
the ranks after waiting for the field to 
sort itself out a bit, and in a phenomenal 
comeback, was past Shultz for fourth 
on lap 14. Bell dropped Shultz back 
one more slot to sixth. 

With three laps to go, Reid finally 
made it by Stichter for the lead, a lead 
which many felt was fairly secure. 
Wise also made it past the local hero. 

When the two-minute board came 
out, it was Reid, Wise, Stichter, How- 
erton, Bell and Shultz. At that point, 
Howerton said later, “I saw the two- 
lap sign, and I got mad." 

Howerton apparently gets faster 
when he gets mad. In an astonishing 
charge, he went by both Stichter and 
Wise by the white flag. It didn't end 
there because he wanted it all, and in 
that last lap, Howerton slipped by lead- 
er Reid to cap his catch-up ride! 


Following Howerton and Reid across 
the finish line were Wise, Stichter, 
Bell, Shultz, Serrano, Giger, Jimmy 
Ellis on a PDQ Yamaha and Kawasaki's 
Larry Wosick. 

In between motos, Howerton began 
suffering from gastrointestinal distress 
and was still in the bathroom when the 
bikes were being fired up. 

"Mark (Blackwell, the Suzuki Team 
Manager) was yelling, 'Come on, come

on, the two-minute board is up!’ When 
the one-minute board was up, I was 
still running across the starting area!" 
Howerton said afterwards. 

Giger and Reid led the way through 
the first turn after the gate dropped 
with Serrano, Wise and Shultz in tow. 
Howerton got a better start this time 
and was 10th. 

Giger was unable to hold off Reid, 
and the Team Green standout went 
into the lead by lap three. Shultz looked 
like he found another gear in his tranny 
and zoomed into second where Reid 
was in his sights. The battle for the 
lead developed quickly into a replay of 
the first moto, but this time the players 
were Reid and Shultz with Shultz trying 
very hard to get by. 

Wise advanced to third after four 
laps, just ahead of teammates Giger 
and Serrano. Howerton lay in sixth at 
this point. 

Midway into the moto, Reid and 
Shultz still having at it out front, How- 
erton swooped by Giger and Serrano. 
He seemed to pause for a couple laps 
before closing on Wise. 


On lap 12, Reid found he could no 
longer hold off Shultz due to stomach 
cramps, and he reluctantly accepted 
second. Howerton rode by Wise who 
appeared to be experiencing problems 
also. When he saw Reid a short 
distance ahead, he said, "I was gonna 
try to beat him, but my stomach was 
hurting so bad.” 

The top three positions held the rest 
of the way. Bell, however, moved up 
into fourth. He looked over at Wise as 
he went by as though checking for a 
problem. 

Sixth at the checkered flag was Ser- 
rano, followed by Husky's Mike Guerra, 


Giger, Sticher and Peter Wanket on a 
Moto-X Fox Yamaha.

The first qualifier had the defending 
champ, Suzuki’s Danny LaPorte, take 
the win over early leader David Gerig 
on an Alba Honda/Horsepower 
Factory-sponsored Husky. 

"Jammin' Jimmy" Weinert got the 
holeshot in the second qualifier aboard 
his Kolbe Cycle Sales Can-Am, but 
surrendered first to Kawasaki's Gaylon 
Mosier. Gary Semics on an LOP 
Yamaha got by the Jammer on the 
white flag lap. 

In the cohsolation race, James 
Knupp on a Yamaha shared the lead 
for a few corners before keeping it for 
himself. Husky-mounted Roger Jones 
and "Mr. Bill" Jewell on a Van Nuys 
Cycle Yamaha trailed him in. 

Goat Breker grabbed the holeshot in 
the first moto on his U.S. Norstar/ 
R&D Kawasaki and was untouched 
the rest of the way. 

LOP's Marty Moates and Honda's 
Chuck Sun skirmished for second until 
lap seven when Yamaha's Rick Burgett 
came between them, and Mosier pulled 
right behind Sun. 

Burgett soon decided he didn't want 
to play, though, and sneaked by 
Moates three laps later despite a loss of 
power caused when a rock bashed in 
his head pipe during the early laps. 

The final 15 minutes of the moto 
saw quite a bit of dicing behind the 
front two. Sun dropped back to fifth 
on lap 11, just ahead of Suzuki's Marty 
Smith. He waited for a couple laps 
and, with Smith following, zapped 
Mosier for fourth. 

Moates succumbed to Sun's moves 
on the following lap, but as they got 


the two-lap board, it was Smith in 
front of Sun, LaPorte and Moates. 

LaPorte passed Sun before the white 
flag and the beginning of the final lap 
found Sun clawing on Moates' rear tire 
attempting to salvage fifth. Moates 
kept the door shut, though, and was 
relieved of the duty when Sun's bike 
whiskered the plug and died with a 
little over a half lap to the checkered 
flag. 

Mosier moved into sixth with the 
flag falling behind him for Arlo 
Englund on a PDQ Yamaha, Weinert, 
Yamaha rider John Day and Semics. 


When the gate fell for the second 
moto, Burgett and Breker rocketed to 
the fore. Breker had to be hungry for 
the win because after his first moto 
victory, Kawasaki Team Manager 
Gary Mathers had approached him 
with the promise of a fat bonus for the 
overall. 


So, Breker knew what he had to do 
and cooly bided his time, circulating 
the track in second, but he didn't stay 
extremely close to Burgett. 

The former National champ, of 
course, was also looking for the win 
and knew it was his with a second moto 
triumph. یں‎ it wasn’t going 
to happen this day. “I thought I had 
it, but the front end slid out,” he 
shrugged after the moto. 

Breker was by after that and on his 
way to a 1-1 day. 

Again, most of the shuffling and 
jockeying was in back of the front- 
runners. Sun held third for much of 
the race, hounded early by Englund 
then Sun's teammate Jim Gibson. 
With four laps to go, Gibson pulled 
Sun at the end of a straight and held it 
to the finish. 


Both Honda riders complained of 
lack of power. “We had to switch 
motors between motos,” said Sun. 
“Our motors didn’t have good response 
due to the elevation. We were getting 
pulled really bad and going nowhere 
fast. It was like riding a 125.” 

Smith and LaPorte rode in fifth and 
sixth with Englund, Moates, World 
Class/Maico's Alan King and peus 
Swartz on a Maico behind.

“It feels good, real good,” said a jubilant Richard 
Schlachter after notching his first National win 
in front of a partisan crowd that wanted to see 
the Connecticut Yankee do his best. “I came 


here to kick some butt and I did 
it. There’s nothing like winning 
the big one in front of all your 
friends and well wishers.” 

Second place went to Nick Richichi, 
an AAMRR racer who also knows the 
Bryar Motorsport track like the back 
of his hand. In third was Mark Jones, 
who improved on his fifth at Road 
America two weeks prior by two spots. 

Filling out the top five slots were 
Bruce Hammer and John Bettencourt. 
Hammer held off Bettencourt’s charge 
to the flag.

Cycles/Arai-sponsored Yamaha TZ750 
experienced a dragging front brake in 
his pole winning heat race ride, but 
that was fixed. Then overheating 
plagued him at the start of the 47 lap, 
75.2 mile final. “The temperature went 
up right from the start," said Schlachter. 
"I waited to make my move on Jones, 
but he didn't seem to be making any 
mistakes so I went for broke and 
gassed it. I was going to win or blow the 
engine.” 

Positive thinking helped Richichi to 
finish second in only his second Nation- 
al. "I knew I was going to do good, I 
just knew it. Loudon is my favorite. I 





did a lot of work on the bike and it 
paid off. Kevin Cameron gave me a lot 
of assistance and without the help of 
Camrod Motors I don't think I'd be 
here." 

It was also Jones' first winner's circle 
appearance as an Expert. “He had the 
power to win," said his dad, Bob, who 
tunes and sponsors the Jo Co Motors 
Yamaha. "He needs to build up his 
stamina. The heat drained him." 
Mark agreed adding, "My dad does a 
lot of work, he deserves the praise." 

The 1.6-mile, 10-turn track in 
central New Hampshire saw the biggest 
crowd ever make the weekend event a 
smashing success for new owner Don 
Brymer. New paint and many other 
welcome changes greeted the spectators 
and are only a beginning in Brymer's 
plan to make the facility the place to 
race and spectate. The Sunday crowd 


was estimated at 40,000. 
A threatening storm front that 


never materialized in the intensity ex- 
pected altered the program so that the 
National was run first. This did not 
bother anyone as most thoughts were 
of finding a tire combiantion that 
would not slip on the somewhat slick 
track. Secondary was the heat and the 
fact that you don't get a moment's rest 
on the twisty course. 

The first three laps were disaster for 
the four-strokes. Wes Cooley, running 
second, stopped to secure a spark plug 
lead at the end of lap one and restarted 
last. Ron Pierce blew an engine at the 
end of lap two, dropping some oil on 
the track which leader Freddie Spencer 
collected on his tires the next go around. 
He promptly got into a couple of tank 
slappers, making him think it was his 
bike that was doing the oil spewing, A 
trip to the pits squelched that thought; 
but Honda team manager Steve 
McLaughlin elected to keep Spencer 
in the pits saying, “There are plenty of 
races, but there is only one Freddie. I 
want to keep him in one piece."

Cooley returned to action with a 
vengeance, but a flat front tire 14 laps 
into the event sidelined the Yoshimura 
Suzuki rider for good. 

Up front the lead was in the grasp of 
Jones with Schlachter and Richichi fol- 
lowing. Jimmy Adamo had been with 
the top five, but also hit Pierce's oil 
slick and bailed off, breaking his right 
wrist. Gene Romero, Bruce Patterson, 
Ted Boody, Bruce Hammer, John 
Bettencourt, Harry Cone, Harry Klinz- 
mann and Cory Ruppelt stayed close. 

Richichi made his move on Schlachter 
for second on lap 11 with Schlachter 
coming back within striking range two 
laps later. Patterson then took Romero 
for fourth. 

Lap 14 saw Schlachter take the lead 
from Jones on the crest of the uphill 
section and hold command from there 
to the checkered flag. Jones and Richi- 


chi stayed close. A 

Romero was out on lap 16 in a bike 
breaking and body bruising crash. “I 
moved to go under one of those 350cc 
squids,” said Romero angrily. “The 
fool moved over on me and I gassed it 
to get past, only I ran out of track. A 
bummer, a real bummer.” 

Schlachter continued to open up 
breathing room as the battles behind 
him heated up. Patterson began to 
close on Richichi, and just as quickly 
was down and out in a cloud of dust. 
Then Boody saw his chances of a top 
five finish go sour when his ignition 
acted up, putting the bike on three 
cylinders. To make matters worse, the 
clutch cable broke on the next lap and 
Boody was forced to “slam shift” for 
the remainder of the race. “Those 
problems probably cost me four places,” 
said Boody. 

By lap 25 the front four had been set 
although the top three — Schlachter, 
Richichi and Jones — were the only 
ones to have a semblance of security. 
Hammer, in fourth, would finish in 
that position although for 22 laps he 
was never really. safe... .--. cru,

Ed Powell made an ambulance trip 
after crashing hard near the start/ 
finish line and being hit by his own bike. 

The real battle in the closing laps 
was for fourth through eighth. Hammer 
and Bettencourt swapped fourth with 
Hammer finally regaining a grip on it 
on the final lap. "It's my best finish 
ever," said a very happy Hammer. 
Bring on (Road) Atlanta, I want to 
win that one. Make sure you mention 
Kal-Gard, they help a lot." 

"I should have had fourth, but 
that's how it goes sometimes," said 
Honda/Competition Machine & Sup- 
ply/Jerry Wood-sponsored Bettencourt. 
"Next time." 

Cory Ruppelt, aboard the Eau Claire 
Cycle/Pepsi-Cola of Eau Claire/Kad- 
inger Marine/Menomonic McDonalds 
Special, was always there knocking on 
the door and waiting. He took sixth. 

"Have I got a story for you," said 

seventh place finisher Harry Cone. 
“My right (throttle side) clip-on started 
to break four laps from the end when I 
was braking heavily in one section. I 
didn’t use the front brakes after then 
and on the final lap I had to hold onto 
the triple clamp to get leverage to use 
the throttle. That cost me at least one 
position.” 
'Schlachters win moved him into 
ninth in the Winston Pro Series point 
standings for a shot at the point fund 
money in the first leg. “Hey, I’m ready 
to kick a whole bunch of you know 
what at Atlanta. That's my track, and 
second won't be good enough," said 
Schlachter as he was loading up. “This 
is my year."

Spencer shines 
flag to flag 


LOUDON, NH, JUNE 14 

Freddie Spencer, in lightning- 
like fashion, demolished the 25- 
lap, 40-mile Superbike Produc- 
tion final at Bryar Motorsport 


Park for his second consecutive win. 
Wes Cooley and Eddie Lawson joined 
Spencer in the champagne ceremony. 
David Aldana placed fourth, narrowly 
ahead of Chuck Parme, the first non- 
factory sponsored rider. 

“This is the way I like to win,” said 
Honda sponsored Spencer after spray- 
ing everyone in sight with champagne. 
"| want to thank Mike Velasco and 
Charlie McDonald for building a win- 
ner. The heat did bother me a bit, and 
in combination with the tight track 
which gives you no place to rest, made 
the race a hard one." 

"You can't let Freddie get away 
from you in the first two or three laps," 
said Cooley afterwards. "That's the 
key to his race. Once he opens up that 
gap on you he's not going to relinquish 
it." 

Cooleys Yoshimura R&D/Vetter 
crew included Kazio Yoshimura, Don 
Sakakura and Suehiro Watanabe. 

Kawasaki's Eddie Lawson was less 
than thrilled with third. "There's only 
one reason to ride and that's to win,” 
said Lawson. "I don't like to finish 
second or third or anywhere else. 
We're going to do a lot of work before 











Road Atlanta to get the bikes to come 
off the corners better. Put in a good 
word for Randy Hall, Donnie Dove 
and Steve Johnson, they work hard on 
mine and David's (Aldana) bikes." 

Spencer, Aldana, Lawson, Cooley 
and Honda's Ron Pierce made up the 
front row of the 39 rider grid, but 
when the green flag waved it was all 
Spencer. 

By lap four Spencer had established 
a three second gap over a multitude of 
battles behind him. Aldana was lead- 
ing Cooley with Pierce and Lawson 
dueling ahead of Harry Klinzmann, 
Chuck Parme and Jimmy Adamo. 

Klinzmann, on the Mr. Al’s/DG/ 
ND/Racecrafter's Kawasaki would even- 
tually slip to eighth. 

By lap six the field began to stretch 
out. Cooley got by Aldana and began 
to move on Spencer. “I've got to learn 
to get aggressive sooner," Cooley 
would say later. 

Another battle shaping up was that 
of last year's winner Rich Schlachter, 
on the Gee Vee Performance Ducati 
and Dave Emde, aboard the San Jose 
BMW. Emde would place ninth at the 
finish. 

Traffic began to play a role as 
Spencer began to weave through it fol- 
lowed by Cooley with Aldana glued to 
his rear tire and Lawson breaking 
loose of Pierce. 

The battle for sixth, which would 
become fifth as Pierce slipped to 
seventh, was a replay of the Road 
America race. Only this time Parme, 
aboard the GSM/Kal-Gard Kawasaki 
tuned by his brother Larry, wasn't 
going to be beaten in the closing laps 
by Adamo and his Reno Leoni/Berliner 


Motors Ducati. 
“I didn't look over my shoulder. I 


knew I'd see Jim. 1 didn't want to get 
beat by that Duc again," said Parme. 

"I was ready to make my move 
around mid-race,” said Adamo. “I just 
didn't have that extra edge so I just 
hung in behind." 





Pierce's slide to seventh from fourth 
was a disappointing one. “I should 
know by now not to fiddle with a good 
combiantion,” said Pierce. “I had the 
jetting changed and rather than 
solving the problem I had, it only 
aggravated it.” 

Cooley managed to cut over a second 
off Spencer's lead in the closing laps, 
but the Honda pits warned Spencer 
and he quickly added a two second 
cushion. 

Lap 18 proved unlucky for Aldana. 
“The engine went on three cylinders. 
Right after that I went into one corner 
too hot,” said Aldana, “It started 
hopping when I jammed the brakes so 
I just closed my eyes and laid it down 
before crashing into the tires. I was up 
right away, but Eddie (Lawson) was 
already by. Luckily I had enough 
cushion to hold fourth, although 
Chuck Parme darn near got me on the 
final lap.” 

Spencer pulled a wheelie up the hill 
on the back of the course on his final 
lap. “I did it for the fans,” said 
Spencer with a smile. “They were 
cheering for me so I did something for 
them.”

Bruce Maus, in a battle of sur- 
vival that saw more bashing and 
crashing than a demoliton der- 
by, emerged the winner of the 
32-lap, 51.2-mile Expert Lightweight 
event. Maus, the sixth leader in the 
accident marred race, grabbed the 
lead on lap 17 and held it to the flag 
over Gary Penfield, Steve Baron, Gary 
Collins and Lyle Newton. 

“I tried to pace myself. The track 
was very slippery and I knew if you 
pushed too hard you were inviting a 
crash, I just wanted to be in the right 
place at the right time,” said Maus. “I 
was, and it feels great. This is my first 
win and I want to thank Ed Collins of 
Ed's Service, City Gear and Stan 
Rinkus for all their help.” 

“It was a race of survival. Luckily, I 
was one of the survivors,” said Gary 
Penfield with his hand tightly grasping 
the champagne bottle. “I'm self spon- 
sored with some help from friends, es- 
pecially Diane and David Howes. 
Doing good here is really an ego 
booster.” 

Steve Baron thought the race was a 
lot of hard work. “I was pushing right 
from the start,” said Barron. “I started 
out about 10th and very slowly worked 
my way up. Toward the end the track 
got really slippery and I got tired or 
else I might have had a go at Gary. We 
had a real good dice going in the 
middle of the race and everyone was so 
equal that we stayed glued together for 
a bunch of laps. I want to thank 
Golden Cycle for their help.” 

Rusty Sharp, the second place finish- 
er at Road America, led the first lap of 
the final, only to be bumped to second 
by Jeff Umrysz. Then Dave Busby 
entered the fray as Road America win- 
ner Dan Chivington moved in to chal- 
lenge. Maus was ninth at the time. 

On lap eight Mike Callahan started 
a chain reaction three rider crash at 
the start/finish line that brought out 
the red flag. Callahan went to the 


hospital with suspected collarbone and 
wrist injuries while Jan Jolles retired to 
the pits with a mangled bike. Doug 
Brauneck made minor repairs and re- 
turned to action. Brauneck started last 
on the restart and placed seventh. “I 
begged, borrowed and scrounged every- 
thing to come. I was going to race,” 
said Brauneck. 

Busby, Sharp and Chivington con- 
verged in a three way roundhouse for 
the lead on the restart with Busby and 
Sharp going down while running 1-2. 
Chivington had a comfortable cushion 
on third place Steve Arnold. The next 
lap around Chivington crashed. 

"I didn't know I was in the lead,” 
said Chivington, nursing a sore wrist 
and dinged ankle. “It was stupid of me 
to crash, but I was pushing to stay in 
contention." 

Busby rejoined the race after Sharp, 
although Sharp would only make three 
laps.

Victoria Day Sprints 





Cooley hot in Canada

MOSPORT, CANADA, MAY 19 


Wes Cooley traveled north to Mosport for the 
traditional Molson Victoria Day Sprints and 
won the Formula I feature in convincing style 
riding his Yoshimura Suzuki and giving Can- 


adians a look at just how com- 
petitive a four-stroke racer can 
be against the best F750 two- 
stroke Yamahas. 


Shortened from 30 to 15 laps due to 
disastrous weather which delayed the 
start of the Sunday program until after 
3 p.m., the Formula I event included 
Canada's top road racer, Steve Gervais 
whose Castrol Yamaha TZ750 had 
almost won last year's F750 GP over 
Patrick Pons plus U.S. Road Racing 
Champion Richard Schlachter on his 
Microlon TZ750. 

Cooley grabbed the lead from the 
start and even popped a wheelie at the 
end of the first lap as he passed the 
pits. Gervais increased the pressure 
and took over on lap.two. Schlachter 
closed in on Cooley and it appeared 
that the two 750 Yamahas would beat 
the Suzuki four-stroke with no trouble. 
Schlachter took second place, but this 
did not suit Cooley and he not only 
recovered second place, but he kept 
the pressure on Gervais as well. 

On the tricky handling bits from the 
pits down to the Moss Corner hairpin, 
Cooley was all over the Yamahas but up 
the back straight the chainsaws had 
the legs on the four-stroke. Then as 
they almost flew over the hump at the 
top of the back straight and entered 
the esses before the pits, the Suzuki 
had the speed which made the three 
leaders close to dead even, the only 
differences being rider skill and ability 
to cope with traffic. 

In fact, Gervais’ rear tire had been 
overheating and as it got slippery and 
lost traction, leading the race at the 
pace dictated by his pursuers became 
more and more difficult. At the end of 
the 13th lap, Gervais got it all wrong. 
In the last turn before the pits, a 
bumpy one at that, the rear wheel 
broke loose and he tumbled to the 
pavement as Cooley retook the lead. 

In the final two laps, Schlachter was 
unable to get past the Suzuki and he 
came home second followed by Bruce 
Patterson's TZ750. To show how close 


it had been, the fastest laps for the 
three leaders had been Cooley 1 min., 
31.03 sec.; Gervais 1 min., 31.22 sec. 
and Schlachter 1 min., 31.26 sec. 

Almost totally ignored because of 
the interest in the Suzuki/Yamaha 
battle was the outstanding 
performance of Lang Hindle, fourth 
overall and first Superbike with his 
Hindle-Kawasaki. His best time on his 
home track was 1 min. 35.56 sec, 
faster than third placed Patterson's 1 
min., 32.78 sec. and beaten only by 
Cooley, Gervais and Schlachter. 

Following Hindle were Yamaha 
rider Frank McTaggart and the 
Kawasaki's of Rubin. McMurter and 
Frank Mrazek. 

In the Open Superbike event called 
the Castrol Cup, three local hotshoes 
all riding Kawasakis, put on a good 
show. As expected, Lang Hindle took 
an early lead on a damp track, still wet 
from early morning rain, with WERA 
North American Challenge defending 
champion Bob Price and Frank 
Mrazek right on his tail. Hindle, who 


likes to lead, set a pace fact enough to; 
stay ahead on the drying track umitil-he; 


lost his visor with only two laps to run. 
Price took over the lead with old. pro 


Mrazek right on his tail light: On the `

and fall and they finished. Mrazek, 
Hindle and the Ducatis of David 
Fleming and Richard Schlachter. 
Schlachter had started from the front 
row with intermediate tires but he was

and Fleming. In fact, Mrazek had a 
slick rear and a full wet front. 

Mrazek won the Open: Production 
race on his Honda CBX while another. 
multi-race winner, was Craig Morris 
who took Formula III on his 250cc 
Yamaha and Formula IV and V 
known as the Honda 125cc Challenge 
on his 125cc Yamaha. 

The meeting was sanctioned by 
WERA and saw an unprecedented 
entry of over 200 riders making over 
500 actual race entries. ®

Vance, Bruso & Wills roll at 
Super National Drags

LOUISVILLE, KY, JUNE 8 

The 3rd Annual IDBA Super 
National Drags at Ohio Valley 
Raceway offered ideal weather 
and racing conditions for those 
challenging the one-eighth mile 
facility. Records in most of the Pro 
classes toppled even though the wind 
stirred briskly on Saturday. 

Only one mishap marred the 
wekend as Top Fuel competitor Larry 
McBride had his Harley-Davidson 
blow a head gasket on the starting line 
and douse him with nitromethane. 
Fortunately, quick reactions by track 
officials prevented serious burns. 

Pro Stock Eliminator was, as usual, 
one of the most exciting divisions. Sid 
Pogue was top qualifier at this meet 
and also set a new world record in the 
one-eighth mile. Pogue peeled off a 
5.66 ET and then a 5.64 ET on his 
second pass to back it up. Pogue later 
had air-shifter problems in the first 
round of eliminations Sunday. 

“My air-shifter stuck in second gear 
and by the time I shifted manually it 
was to late,” said Pogue. 

Both “Superbike Mike” Keyte and 
Terry Vance had similar mechanical 
problems. Keyte had been running 
right on the old one-eighth mile record 
(5.70) all weekend but encountered a 
big problem in his Pro Stock semi. 
Keyte, who is sponsored by CM 
Performance and MTC, squared off 
against Vance's Vance-Hines 
Racing/US Suzuki G$1100. Vance 
caught Keyte on the line with a 
holeshot, but got crossed up 200 feet 
down the lane. Keyte's shifter hung in 
second gear and he went the 
distance without making third gear. 
Vance gained control of his machine 
and defeated Keyte. Mike had the 
better time, 5.77 ET/115.68 mph to 
Terry's 5.80/122.11. Vance's 
lightening fast reaction time held off 
"Superbike Mike's" challenge. 

The other Pro Stock Semi saw 
Ralph Pitlock, sponsored by The Paint 
Works against Bob Carpenter's RC 
Engineering Suzuki. Carpenter, with 
the slower ET, pulled a holeshot on 
Pitlock, edging him out of a berth to 
the final, Carpenters ET 5.75 at 
122.00 mph to Pitlock's 5.71 ET at 
120.00 mph. 

This produced a record in itself as 
two Suzukis entered the final for the 
firt time in IDBA racing history.

in a losing effort to Wills. Wills gained 
a ride into the final with a 
5.13/145.63. 

The surprises weren't finished yet. 
Chris Hand, sponsored by 
Hand/Hickman, defeated number 
two qualifier O'Brochta in a fast run. 

It seemed things were really going 
Hand's way as he had already set down 
popular favorite Kenny Blackburn on 
the Wiseco/Klotz/Sikora Brothers 
Kawasaki who lost fire on the starting 
line in the first round of Top Fuel 
eliminations. 

This was the first time a Honda Top 
Fueler has ever made it to an IDBA 
final. Wills, on a Kawasaki sponsored 
by Motorcycles Unlimited proved the 
importance of a quicker reaction tim 
ein the one-eighth mile as he sidelined 
the Honda with a 5.13/145.63 run. 
Hand's time was 5.08/146.81. 

The very competitive Super 
Eliminator division was as exciting as 
ever. Fans believed the final would be 
Mike Bruso versus Terry Kizer, but 
Mike Murdock had plans of his own. 
Murdock, sponsored by  Murdock 
Racing Ent./MRE Airshifters 
ambushed Kizer with a holeshot in 
their semi and won with a slower time, 
5.36/131.38, to Kizer's losing effort of 
5.30/133.72. 

Mike Bruso, 
Enterprises on a Kawasaki 
pocketed the other semi 
defeating Sam Oskin. 

The Super Eliminator final saw 
Bruso dispatch Murdock for the 
division win. 

Terry Kizer led off the Pro Comp 
Eliminator (turbo powered) semis with 
a win against Isaac Malone. John 
Baugh took his Orient Express 
sponsored Kawasaki to the win in the 
other semi with a record breaking run 
at 5.28/141, shutting out Bob Lacey. 
Lacey had red-lighted, but Baugh 
wasn't taking any chances. 

Kizer gave Baugh a win in the final 
when he got a bit anxious and saw the 
red light come on in his lane to put his 
MTC sponsored Kawasaki on the 
trailer. 

In the normally aspirated division of 
Pro Comp, Jeff Masters took his 
Klotz/Wiseco/Krol Racing Kawasaki 
to the final win over Bruce Tweedell 
with a time of 5.73/121.95 to 
Tweedell’s losing 5.82/122.78. 

The Pro Eliminator battle staged 
between Baugh and Masters, with 
Baugh getting a .41 second handicap 
which did little to compensate for the 
fact that turbo charged mounts need 
to be in the higher rpm range before 
they come on strong. Baugh laid down 
a 5.35/141.28 to dust off Masters’ 
losing 5.70/122.11. 

The Sportsman Eliminator and ET 
brackets kept everyone busy with a 
record entry. Stock Eliminator fell to 
Jim Dodich who pushed his Kawasaki 
to a winning 7.33/86.04 ride over the 
Suzuki of Roger Landers which turned 
in 76. 

Modified Eliminator action saw Wil 
Kenning take his Trick Shift/Dick's 
Porting Honda to the division win over 
the Marty's Custom Cycle Sponsored 
Kawasaki of Martin Blades.
